Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—[{Special.]—As 
a result of the public exposé of the attempted 
interference of the Standard Oil company 
with the progress of anti-trust legislation 


| there has been a great buzz of indignation 
about the hotel lobbies tonight and much 


speculation as to what the harvest will be. 
In a statement given out by the Associated 


-| Press last night the text was given of certain 


alleged telegrams, supposed to have been sent 
by Mr. Rockefeller himself, to certain in- 
fluential senators. It is now fairly well estab- 
lished that no such telegrams were sent, 
either by Mr. Rockefeller or by any of his 
immediate subordinates. 

These men are much too clever to do any- 
thing of the kind, and after a diligent inquiry 
tonight I have failed to find a single senator 
who has ever seen or heard of any telegrams 
of this character. 

On the other hand, it is undeniably trie 
that the Standard Oil company has been rep- 
resented here all winter. It is always repre- 
sented here, for that matter, but at this 
session its agents have been numerous and 
active and have been “ good spenders,” so 
far as the hotel restaurants and bars are 
concerned. 

There never has been any doubt of the fact 
that the Standard Oil company has been 


| actively engaged in heading off anti-trust 


legislation. It has not been alone in this, 
however, because, as I haye repeatedly 


| stated, the agents of many other great cor- 
| porations have been much in evidence about 
| the hotel lobbies this winter, although they 


have not done much at the capitol, because 
the real trust legislation had not taken an 
active form until the Littlefield bill was re- 
. ported to the-house and passed with a whoop 
yesterday afternoon.

It is explained that the Standard Oi] com-

The agents of the 
Standard Oil company here proposed to the 
conference committee that there should be 
an amendment restricting the publicity feat- 
ures to the domestic business emtirely, and 
relieving the firms and corporations of the 
necessity of going into, their export business 
at all, thus leaving them free to compete 
with foreign producers on even terms, 

The Standard Oil people made the point 
that Russian oil producers were protected 
by a government monopoly, and the Amer- 
ican company should not be expected to give 
to Russia the benefit of all its figures as to 
the cost of production, ocean freight rates, 
and other data, which would enable the 
Russians to undersell the Standard Oil com- 
pany at particular commercial centers in 
Europe.

hurricane and. tidal wave which swept ovér 
the Society islands and the Puamotu group, 
eighty islands in all, on Jan. 13, cost the lives 
of at least 1,000 human beings. 

News of this disaster in the mid-Pacific 
reached here today on the steamer Mari- 
posa, direct from Tahiti. 7 

The loss of life was accompanied by an al- 
most complete destruction of al] means of 
subsistence on the islands. All food was 
sWept away and sources of fresh water de 
stroyed. French and Italian warships car- 
ried food and fresh water to the devastated 
islands ag soon a8 news of the disaster 
reached Tahiti. 

The storm continued astineale days, reac 
its maximum strength between Jan. 14 an 
Jan. 16. While from the meager news re- 
ceived at Tahiti up to the time of the sailing 
of the Mariposa it is estimated that 1,000 
of the islanders lost their lives, it is feared 
that the number was really greater. 

The first news of the disaster arrived at 
Papeete, Tahiti island, on Jan. 26, on the 
schooner Eimeo. The captain of the schooner 
placed the fatalities at 500. The steamer 
Excelsior arrived at Papeete the following 


day with 400 destitute survivors. The captain 


of the Excelsior estimated the total loss.of 
life to be 800. These figures comprised only 
the deaths on the three islands of Hao, 
Hikuera, and Makokaus, whose | 
population is 1,800. 


Half the People 
On Hikuera island, where 1,000 inhabitants 


were engaged in pearl diving, nearly one half 


were drowned. On an adjacent island 100 
more were washed outtosea. The islands of 
Makokau and Hao are depopulated. Con- 
servative estimates at Tahiti place the num- 
ber of islands visited by tidal wave and hurri- 
cane at eighty. All of them are under the 
control of the French governor at Tahiti. — 

The surviving inhabitants are left destitute 
of food, shelter, and clothing, ali having 
been swept away by the storm. 


The French government upon | receipt of 


‘hews of the disaster took prompt measures 
to relieve the survivors, and digpatched two 
warships, the Duranee.and Zelee, with fresh 
| water and provisions. The Italian man of 
war Calabria accompanied the two French 
vessels on their errand of mercy. As the 


supply of fresh water and provisions was 


totally exhausted by the storm it is feared 
that many lives will be lost Detours the relief 
ships arrive. 


Eight White Lost. 

As * chr as is known, eight white persons 
were among the drowned. Included in these 
were Alxander Brander, N. P. Plunkett of 

and, T. D. Donnelly, formerly a fireman 


on the steamship’ AuStralia, and the local | 


agent pt Cc. Coppenrath, a merchant of Pa- 
peete. Added to this number was an un- 
‘known woman who committed from 
fright. 

As the islands were ‘barely thrienty| ‘feet 
nbove sea level, and not surrounded by coral 
reefs, it was necessary for a!l the inhabitants 
tv take to the cocoanut trees when the tidal 
wave began to cover thé land. These trees 
-grow.to an immense height, many reaching 
an altitude of 100 feet. All of the lower 
trees were covered by the waves which swept 
about and over them. The. natives in the 
taller trees were safe until the roots gave

"Swim Miles to Recap. 


The 400 survivors brought by the steamer 
Excelsior to Papeete gained the ship's side 
by swimming three and four miles from 
the island. The steamer Eimeo, though bad- 
ly damaged by the storm, also brought off 
as many persons as could swim to its sides, 
this steamer, like the Excelsior, being unable 
to run close to the shores because of the 
violence of the ocean swells, which con- 
tinued to ruh abnormally high for a week 
after the tidal disturbances. 

Another schooner, the Gaulois, from the 
Marquesas islands, 600 miles from Tahiti. 
encountered the hurricane while en route. 
to the latter place and only the timely ac- 
tion of the captain in having the cargo, con- 
sisting of thirty head of cattle, thirty-five 
pigs, and thirty tous of cotton, jettisoned, 
saved the little craft from-destruction. Even 
with this precaution the life of one man was 
lost by waves sweeping the decks. | 

One of the many acts of heroism reported 
is that of a woman who climbed one of the 
tall cocoanut trees and lashed her little babe 
to the branches, hanging on to the body of 
the tree beneath the little one as best she 
could. There they remained for ten hours, 
suffering great torture until finally rescued. 

Thousands of tons of copra and over 200 
tons of mother of pearl shells are known 
to be lost. The pear! shells are valued at 
$1,800 per ton, and many. valuable pearls 
may now be lost to the world forever, as 
these were considered some of ” best pearl 
islands in the world. 

Chicago Man in the Storm. 

Among the passengers on the Mariposa to- 
day was G. W. Waterbury, formerly of Chi- 
cago, who was in that portion of the storm 
which visited the island of Raiatea, one of 
the Leeward islands, west of the ill fated 
Puamotu group. Here much damage was 
done, although no lives were lost. A well |

This is the system which was adopted when 
the interstate commerce law first was 
and it’ was amended because, as it was said, 
it was found that the corporations evaded the 
responsibility by declaring that their agents 
were unauthorized to give rebates, and the 
officers of the roads escaped punishment be- 
cause they were merely the agents of cor- 
porations. The Elkins bill, therefore, is noth- 
ing but a return to the old system. It has 
been advocated repeatedly by the railroad 

-associatiéns, and if it is passed by the house 
it will be on its merits, if it has any, and not 


tempt to curb the power of the trusts. 

An inspection of the interstate commerce 
law amended in 1889 will show that its 
provisions regarding rebates are far more 
stringent than the Elkins bill. The old law 
punishes an offense with either a fine or im- 
prisonment, or both, whereas the Elkins bill 
repeals all the imprisonment clauses of the 
interstate commerce law, and in the opinion 
of many here that is the apie wodexy for 
which it was introduced. | 

It is said tonight that the trist program 
is to induce the senate to strike out of the 
Littlefield bill everything except its rebate 
features, and thus get the matter into con- 
ference. Then the Elkins bill will be sub- 
stituted, and the net result of the anti-trust 
legislation would be a repeal of the impris- 
onment clauses of the interstate commerce 
law and a rebate provision which is far 
milder than that now on the statute books. 

This is a cunning scheme and the full in- 
tent of the Elkins bill was not discovered 
until the agents of the great corporations 
to praise it as a model trust buster 
thus provoked an examination into its 
provisions, which at once disclosed the fact, 
although Mr. Elkins may be unaware of it, 
that it’ weakens instead of the 
law.

pR. WILLIAM E. BARTON PRAISES 
PRESIDENT’S ATTITUDE. 


Minister Not Disturbed by Disfran- 


chising of Mass of Colored Men, but 
Says Ignorant Whites Also Should 
Be Prevented from Voting—Legal 
and Political Rights, Pastor Says, 
‘Should Know No Distinction of 
Color—Sermon in Oak Park Church. 


“TI am not greatly disturbed that so many 
southern states have disfranchised the mass 
of the negroes; many of them ought to be 
disfranchised. I have seen them bought like 
cattle on election day for a pint of whisky a 
yote. I have seen white men bought for the 
game price, alas, though perhaps fewer of 
them; and [? the one group ought to be dis- 
franchised the other ought.” 

Thus spoke Dr. William BEB. Barton in the 
First Congregational church of Oak Park 


_yesterday. He was discussing the position 


of the negro race and indorsing the course 
of President Roosevelt, 


Ought to Sustain the President. 


» “I have watched with a. great dea) of in- 


terest the discussion concerning the presi- 
dent's toward the color guestion,”’ 
seid he. “ First, there was the uproar about 
his inviting Booker Washington to luncheon 
and later the denunciation because of the 
appointment of a cobored postmistress, who 
resigned under implied threats from the 
neighborhood. I believe we ought to sustain 
the president in every effort to exalt the 


_principle that a man’s race shall not deter- 
_mine his rights in a country like ours. 


“I have large sympathy with our friends 
in the south, our white friends, and have 
often felt that we have not exercised suffi- 
cient charity in passing upon their problems. 
But this must be made true in north and 
south alike—and, alas, it is not true—that 
every man shall enjoy the same legal and 
political rights regardless of color. I do not 
may that he must enjoy the eame social rights, 
for no man has a right to legislate for an- 
other in purely social matters; yet even here 
the policy of proscription and caste is not 
wise. But before the bar of justice a man has 
a right to demand that the goddess wear her

NEW LAWS FOR COOK COUNTY 
IN LEGISLATURE THIS WEEK. 


Bill Providing for Special Primary Elec- 
tion to Nominate Candidates for 
Judges Comes Up Tuesday. 


Springfield, Il!l., Feb. 8.—[{Special.}—Bills 
affecting Cook county are to be among the 
first considered by the legisl@ture this week. 
On Tuesday the elections committee of the 
senate will take up for consideration two 
bills which will affeet the Cook county elec- 
tion laws. One of them provides that special 
primaries may be held for the nomnation of 
candidates for judges to be elected at the 
June election. The other one is framed for 
the purpose of permitting the name of a can- 


didate for judge to appear on more than one 


ticket on the ballot. Both are emergency 
bills, and it is understood that they will be re- 
ported out without delay. 

Gov. Yates has appointed a number of con- 
ferences for the week, and members of sev- 
eral state boards will be here to confer with 


State Board of Control. 

The first conference will be held on Mon- 
day, when the state board of charities will 
be here. On this occasion it is expected that 
the question of establishing a state board of 


tutions 
control for the state charitable institu ; the decree is not valid until six months after 


will be discussed... 

On Tuesday the state board of pharmacy 
will meet with the governor, and the proposi- 
tion to place this board on the same footing 
as other state boards will be taken up. Under 
the present law this board is supported by the 
druggists of the state, who pay an annual 
license of $1.50, and the proposition is to do 
away with this system and make a regular 
appropriation for the board. ? 

The state board of live stock commissioners 
will meet with the governor on Wednesday, 
and the state veterinarians and assistants 
have been invited to attend this conference. 
They will discuss the needs of the commis- 
sion in relation to fighting diseases in cattle 
and the amount of the appropriation neces- 
sary to carry on their work. 

The following day the state board of health 
will hold a meeting and have a conference 
with the executive concerning its recent 
recoramendations to the legislature. This 
board is interested in the proposed sana- 


torium for consumptives and in a number of 


amendments to existing sanitary laws. 


Board of Arbitration. 

The state board of arbitration will have a 
conference with the governor on Friday and 
so will the state commission of claims. 
Neither of these meetings will have todo with 
proposed legislation, but the work of the 
boards will be d . There will be no 
conferences Saturday, but they will be re- 
sumed the following week and will continue 
until the whole list of boards has been ex- 
hausted. | 

The last conference will be held March 25, 
when the trustees of the hospital for the in- 
curable insane will be here. 

Work on Appropriations. 

Tt is expected that the coming conferences 
will be of considerable assistance to the 
members of the appropriation committees 
of the legisiature. These committees will 
hold daffy sessions, beginning this week, and 
will avail themseives of the information to 
be had from the various commissioners and 
other officiale who will be here. 

The appropriation committee of the senate

AGED LAWYER STILL UNBURIED 


Joseph Bell’s Survivors Can Neither 
Care for the Dead. Nor for 
Themselves. 


Joseph Bell, the aged lawyer who died in 
destitution in his humble residence at 977 
West Taylor street, is still unburied, and 
his wife declares it will break her heart if it 
is necessary to bury him at the county’s 
expense. Mrs. Pringle, Mrs. Bell’s mother, 
who died about the same time, was buried 
yesterday at the expense of a married 
daughter. 

But even more serious than the problem 
of burying the dead is the question of caring 
for the living. Beside Mrs. Bell and Mrs. 
Albert Tilbury, her daughter, are Mrs. Til- 
bpury’s: three young children. The rent—it 
is only $5 a month—is due, and there is no 
money with which to pay or buy food. 

In discussing her plight yesterday Mrs. 


Bell said: 

‘‘ Tilness has followed us for the last seven 
years. My husband, who always was able 
to make a comfortable living, had the grip, 
then typhoid fever. He went to Owens- 
boro, Ky., to collect a claim of a_ thou- 
sand dollars, but was unable to get the 
money. In returning he slipped and broke 
several ribs, and his injuries were so long in 
healing that our money meited away. Then 
came more iiimess and death. My daughter's 
husband left her a year ago, and we had to 
take care of her and her three children. 
One is 22 months old and the others are 4 and 

ears. 
months ago we gave up our house 
in Ogden avenue and sold our furniture, 
coming here to live because we could econ- 
omize. But even economy is not possible 
pow, as we have nothing to save.” 

Mr. Bell, who was 71 years old, gave up 
the practice of law three years ago and en- 
gaged in the real estate business. He man- 


aged to make a little money till he became 


too ill to work.

PUBLIC BLIND 


More Stringent Marriage Laws and the 
Education of the Home’ Advanced 
as Remedies by the Rev. Samuel W. 
Dike of the League for the Proteec- 
tion of the Family—Little Legisla- 


tion Looking to Reform Reported 


During the Year. tee 


The public conscience has been deadened 
by familiarity with the divorce evil, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Samuel W. Dike, corre- 


sponding secretary of the National League | 


for the Protection of the Family. Morestrict 
laws relating to divorce and the education 
of the home are urged as remedies in his 
annual report. | 

During tfie last year there was but little 
legislation looking to the reform of the 
divorce laws in the various states, says the 
report. New York, following the example 
of Llinois, California, Minnesota, and one or 
two other states, made the advertising for 
clients a misdemeanor. 

The plaintiff in a divorce suit in Rhode 
Island must be a resident of that state for 
two years before he may begin action, and 


it is granted by the courts. 


- Divorce Suits Do Harm. 
“Uniformity of marriage and divorce 
laws,’’ continues Dr. Dike in his’ report, 
** while greatly needed, can touch but a small 
part of the divorces granted in the United 
States, and under the restrictions im- 
posed by the increase of the term of resi- 
dence and other regulations this class of 
divorces is growing less every year. It is 
the condition of our own people, those liv- 
ing in our own state, county, and town, 
who are obtaining divorces at home that 
should mostly concern us. | | | 

** After all that may be said in extenuation 
of divorce, it should be clear to every right 
minded person that frequent resort to the 
courts for relief from irksome domestic ties 
is a source of great mischief, and is a blot 
on our civilization,"’ 

Great Number of Desertions. | 

Déserted wives and deserted husbands 
have been the subject of much study in the 
league. Quoting from Z. D. Smith, general 
secretary of the board of associated charities 
of Boston, Dr. Dike reports: | 

‘“* While the wife is sometimes at fault, the 
husband is usually the chief sinner—a self- 
indulgent man, drinking, or worse. The 
birth of a child was the immediate occasion 
of desertion with forty-four in 187 cases, or 
one in every five. And of these forty-four 
twenty-five have deserted more than once; 
most of them have deserted from three to. 
seven times. One-half were skilled workmen. 
Sixty per cent were employed when they de- 
serted, and over 80 per cent could read and 
write.’’ | 

Public Conscience Deadened. — 

**Qne serious effect of the increase of 
divorces in some parts of the country should 
receive careful attention,’’ continues Dr. 
Dike. “It is the deadening of the public 
conscience through familiarity with the 
divorce evil. Last year 4,609 divorces were 
granted in Indiana, or one to every 5.7 mar- 
riages celebrated in the same time. I am 
also told that in California the large num- 
ber of divorces there is defended in what is 
called good society, and that the efforts of 
the few who see the evil effects of the prac- 
tice get but little encouragement from peo- 
ple at large. These, it is to be feared, are 
only typical cases. 

“The need of doing something for the 
home is leading to the introduction of do- 
mestic science in some of our better school 
systems. And the feeling is apparently 
growing, too, that we must not be content 
with doing something for the home; for 
there is much that cannot be done for the 
home. | 
'“ The home has functions of its own, and 
these must be called into exercise or the 
home loses its own natural power as surely 
as an arm that is not exercised does. The 
home has been intellectually and spiritually 
pauperized by the well intentioned aim of the 
school and the church to do something for 
the home, with small attentfon to awaken- 
ing the power of self-help within the home 
itself.’’

It was prac- 
tically decided to enter, the transfer of the 
St. Paul club, to which Owner Lennon clung 
tenaciously, being the only drawback. Presi- 
dent some wig asked Comiskey to consider an 
offer for the south side park when “ Commy ”’ 
was thinking of occupying the old National 


streets. Later north side sites were con- 


sidered. 

But with the peace agreement and the de- 
cision to secure a harmonious working agree- 
ment between major and minor leagues, the 
American association thought it inadvisable 
to antagonize the organizations which pay 
draft money for. players under a national 
agreement, and which would refuse to do 
so unless everything was peaceable in ad- 
vance.

Suggestions for the Library Board. 


Chicago, Feb. 8.—[Editor of The Tribune.]—The 
reading of a recent editorial in your paper on the 
subject of the enforced withdrawal of the privileges 
which were until recently afforded to patrons of 
the public library proves conclusively to the writer 
your interest in the matter. hence he does not hesi- 
tate to write you on the subject and outline a plan 
which would, it seems to him, result in the better- 
ment of the service at no increase of cost. 

In the first place, the issuing of books on cards at 
the main library should cease, There are thou- 
sands of book borrowers in this city who are de- 
pendent entirely upon the station system for their 
reading. matter and who cannot possibly go to the 
iibrary. Yet their! service has been 
practically shut off, while those who have always 
used the downtown library for this purpose get the 
benefit of as good service as they did before the 
present, policy of retrenchment set in. Now, 
branch stations are scattered all over the city, 
and one can be found within reasonable distance 
from the home of any user of the library. Why, 
then, should not all the funds at the disposal of the 
circulating department be devoted to the distribu- 
tion of books through branch stations only? Under 
such an arrangement those in the habit of getting 
books from the main library would not be discom- 
moded, while those who use the branch stations 
would get something like decent service, 

Every department in the library which is devoted 
to any particular subject should, if Crerar or 
Newberry possess like departments, be closed. 
Bither of the aforementionéd libraries possess 
ample accommodations to.take care of more 
readers. 

Then, again, the cost of maintaining t reference 
roomd may be greatly decreased by hermitting 
many of the books which do not now circulate to 
be turned over to the circulating department. 

The opinions herein expressed are, of course 
those of one who is entirely ignorant of the con- 
ditions under which the library board labors, but 
from thd standpoint of a rank outsider seem 
logical enough.
